CORN LIMITS 


We hope every farmer can cooperate in 
the 1938 AAA program and stay within both 
the corn acreage limits and the soil deplet- 
ing acreage limits allotted him. 


But if it is impossible for a farmer to 
meet the total soil depleting requirements, 
he will still find it good business to keep his 
corn acreage down. 


If he stays within corn acreage limits, 
even if he does have too many other soil 
depleting acres, he will forfeit AAA bene- 
fits, but he will still be eligible for corn 
loans. 


Corn loans are likely to be important this 
year, especially if we have a normal grow- 
ing season and a fair crop.

Heavier Litters at 
Weaning [Time 


Proper Care Gets Outstanding Results on 


Edwards Farm, in Dubuque County 


NE measure of a_ suocessful 
swine enterprise is weight of 
the litter produced by each sow by 
weaning time. It’s the large, heavy, 
fast growing litter that really counts. 
To get such litters, however, one 
must pay close attention to sanita- 
tion, feeding and the brood sow her- 
self. It is the failure to give atten- 
tion to these three factors that is 
responsible for the many scrawny, 
poor-doing pigs that are. still pro- 
duced too generally in Iowa and ad- 
joining areas. 


More Than Eight Pigs Each 


One fowa farmer who is getting 
good results from a careful program 
is Frank Edwards, of Epworth, in 
Dubuque county. With the assistance 
of his herdsman, Ed Hemmer, Mr. 
Edwards, in early April, was feeding 
126 February pigs from only fifteen 
s0ws, and these pigs were doing so 
well that it appeared they would be 
weighing 200 pounds or better by 
early July. To be exact, the pigs 
came on February 4, 5, 6 and 7. Their 
dams were two-year-old Spotted Po- 
land and Poland China sows, and 
they were sired by a_ two-year-old 
Spotted. Poland China boar. The fif- 
teen litters originally numbered 134 
pigs; after about two months, there 
had been a loss of only eight head, 
making an average number saved 
per litter of 8.4 head. 

According to Prof. E. L. Quaife, 
extension service specialist, who has 
inspected the herd, the average 
weight per litter at about two months 


was 359 pounds. The individual pigs 
averaged 42.2 pounds each, with 
some of the heaviest ones going up 
to 61 and 62 pounds. These are very 
good averages, and probably are 
twice as great as for ordinary lit- 
ters at the same age. At the rate 
the Edwards pigs are going, they 
should be ready for market early in 
July. 

How does Mr. Edwards do it? Pro- 
fessor Quaife reports that the equip- 
ment consists mainly of a wooden 
hog house with eight pens on a side, 
each six by eight feet. There is a 
six-foot alley thru the house. At one 
end of the hog house there is an 
exercise vard, into which the little 
pigs can go directly from the alley. 
At the other end there is a small 
vard in which the sows are turned 
for feeding. 


Beds Deeply With Straw 


This feeding area is bedded deeply 
With straw, so that when the sows 
are turned out, they have no chance 
of getting their udders fouled with 
mud. Instead, they go back into the 
house with clean udders. The alley 
of the house and the exercise yard 
also are kept bedded with straw. No 
feeding is done in the pens, so that 
the litter in them is easily kept dry 
and clean. 

The lighting and ventilation of the 
house were done by means of door 
panels in the south roof. 

As a preventive for anemia, Mr. 
Edwards feeds his pigs on grass sod. 
Last fall, he gathered up a couple

of loads of turf from a meadow. 
The sod pieces, four inches thick 
and a foot square, were stacked up 
in one end of the hog house. When 
the current crop of pigs came, in 
February, he immediately began to 
feed some sod. At three days, the 
little pigs were already nosing over 
the dirt and eating some of it. If 
any pig showed signs of the anemic 
“thumps,” Mr. Edwards put some of 
the dirt in a bottle, shook it up 
well, and then poured some of it 
down the pig’s throat. 


Healed in a Few Days’ Time 


The pigs were all castrated at one 
week of age. All were healed smooth 
in a few days’ time, with no setbacks 
whatever. Protessor Quaife stated 
that this should be a more general 
practice. 

Oats were the main feed for the 
sows during the last week before 
farrowing and for several days fol- 
lowing. After that time, the sows 
were put back on a combination of 
corn, oats, alfalfa and buttermilk. 

The little pigs began to eat at 
about seventeen days of age. Their 
ration consisted of a mixture of ten 
parts by weight of coarsely ground 
corn, five parts of rolled oats, four 
parts of tankage and one part of al- 
falfa meal. At eight weeks of age, 
the group of 126 pigs were consum.- 
ing 200 pounds of the mixture per 
day, in addition to 125 pounds of 
shelled corn. 
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After weaning, at about mid-Apr 
it was planned to shift the growing 
animals to a ration of ear corn, who 
oats, supplemented with a prote::

Furrow Drill Results 


Wheat sown with a furrow dril 
the Ohio experiment station has 
averaged as high yields as wh 
sown with an ordinary grain d;: 
The furrow drill plants the seed in 
furrow or trench, in rows four: 
inches apart. 

The designers of the furrow 4d: 
originally thought that wheat wou 
be less likely to winter kill if pro 
tected by planting in a trench som 
what deeper than was possible w:: 
the ordinary grain drill. It was a! 
thought that less seed would be ne« 
ed to sow an acre of land. 

In the Ohio tests, however, there 
was little evidence that heaving in- 
jury could be controlled by the fu: 
row machine. Also, very little re 
duction in the rate of seeding whe:t 
could be made without some redu 
tion in the yield. The crop of clove 
and grass seeded in the wheat was 
no better and no worse with the fur- 
row drill than with the ordinary riz.

the operator takes over the farm. 
It is based on the condition of the 
farm at the time. If the operator 


improves the farm, at his own ex-

Spray Residue 

Increasing federal 
regulations limiting the quantity of 
lead arsenate residue that may be left 
on upples shipped in interstate com- 
merce has brought to the fore the 
problem of removing these residues. 
Washing these apples in a weak solu- 
tion of acid or alkali is an effective 
method but involves considerable 
labor and expense. 

Tests at the Wisconsin experiment 
station now indicate that effective 
results may be obtained by including 
one pound of sodium silicate per forty 
gallons of spray in the regular appli- 
cation.

Pastures this spring are the 
best in years, according to the 
April federal crop report. For 
the nation, pasture condition was 
s0 per cent of normal, as com- 
pared with 66 per cent last year 
and a ten-year average of 76 per 
cent. 

Iowa pastures were rated at 
2 per cent, as against 71 per 
cent a year ago. West of the 
Missouri, however, last year’s 
drouth still leaves its mark. Ne- 
braska, for instance, has a pas- 
ture condition of only 52 per 
cent. 


In the western range states, 
Texas, Idaho, Wyoming, New 
Mexico, Arizona and Utah are 
all in extra good shape. Colo- 
rado and Montana still have dry 
spots and state averages of only 
61 and 67 per cent.

W YOOL growers of the nation, in- 
cluding Iowatis, will have their 
turn at government no-recourse com- 
modity loans this year. Thru arrange- 
ments made with the Commodity 


Credit Corporation, a maximum of 
$50,000,000 will be available for bor- 
rowing on stored wool. The loan 


rate per pound will vary according 
to quality and price relationship of 
the local area to the Boston market, 
but is expected to be 16 cents per 
pound or higher for one-quarter and 
three-eighths combing or clothing 
grades, into which classifications 
most Iowa wool falls. The govern- 
ment loan rate, in general, will be 
equivalent to about 75 per cent of 
the parity price of wool, a figure 
representing the pre-war purchasing 
power per pound. 

The wool loans are to run for ten 
months, with the maturity date in 
any case to be not later than May 31, 
1939. The interest rate is 4 per cent. 


Loan Unit for lowa 


In Iowa, where the bulk of individ- 
ual sheep men produce considerably 
less than a carload of wool apiece, 
the loans are expected to be handled 
thru some agency rather than direct. 
The Iowa Sheep and Wool Growers 
Association, with headquarters at 
Des Moines, has been making ar- 
rangements to serve as the loan pro- 
gram unit for Iowa. The program is 
being set up so that a producer wish- 
ing to take advantage of it can ship 
or personally deliver his wool to the 
official agency, have it graded upon 
arrival and get his loan money imme- 
diately. He still will hold a_ benefi- 
cial interest in his wool, and will au- 
thorize the agency officials to sell it 
for him at any time which in their 
judgment will give the best return. 
If the sales return amounts to more 
than the loan, plus accrued interest 
and handling charges, then the pro- 
ducer will receive such surplus as 
additional return on his wool. 

If, on the other hand, the wool 
when finally sold does not bring 
enough to pay the loan plus charges, 
there will be no recourse to the pro- 
Cucer: that is. he will not be re- 
quired to refund part of his original 


loan amount to make up the short- 
age. This is the same principle that

To Help Support Price 


The government loan program was 
developed to promote more orderly 
marketing of this year’s crop, and 
thereby to help prevent any further 
decline from the present relatively 
low price level. Mr. Brady points 
out that wool is a commodity where 
erderly marketing is especially need- 
ed, as it is all produced and ready for 
sale within a very few months. 

During the past seven years, Mr. 
Brady reports, the farmer who has 
marketed his wool cooperatively thru 
the state association has received 
an average of 5 cents a pound above 
the average farm price at shearing 
time. Based on what wool has sold 
for over the past thirty years, the 
National Wool Marketing Corpora- 
tion, thru which the Iowa group sells, 
is saying that the odds are nine to 
one that present wool prices will be 
higher by at least 2 cents a pound 
before the end of the vear. 


Removing Wall Paper 

Wall paper must be entirely re- 
moved and the surface cleaned be- 
fore it can be painted or calcimined, 
or even before new paper can safely 
be applied. Take a strip at a time, 
wet it thoroly several times as high 
as you can reach, with a wide brush 
or large sponge dipped into hot wa- 
ter containing a heaping tablespoon 
of saltpeter to the gallon. When 
loosened, strip the paper off with a 
wide putty or painter's knife or an 
old kitchen knife. Then scrape and 
scrub off the paste and size.

What is a good, simple 
for cleaning woodwork and 
walls?

Can a papered wall be washed? 


How can grease spots be removed 
from a papered wall? 

If walls are papered with washable 
paper, they may be washed accord- 


ing to directions given by the wall 


paper manufacturer. Take care that 


no moisture is left on the paper to 
seep in at seams and cause loose: 
ness, 

Grease spots are hard to remove 


from wall paper, but may usually be 
taken off by applying as much Ful- 
ler’s earth or magnesia as will cling 


to the surface. Let stand overnight, 


then brush the powder. off lightly, 
not rubbing in any of the greasy 
powder. Repeat the process, if nec- 


essary, 
A good quality window shade may 
be washed without ill-effects. A 


cheap shade may lose “body” and 
wrinkle under washing. Know your 
shade, and, if it will stand washing, 
spread it on a flat surface and rub 
over briskly with a sponge dipped 
in a neutral soapsuds. Wash off the 
suds with a soft cloth, rinse with 
clear water and dry thoroly. Wash 


on both sides. 

A good brushing with Fuller’s 
earth may suffice to clean the shade 
if not badly soiled. 

May feather pillows be washed ? 

Empty haif of the feathers into a 
cheesecloth, sugar or flour bag, and 


leave the other half ‘in’ the tick. 
Wash in warm, soapy water, and 
rinse in warm water several times. 
Squeeze or press as much water as 
possible out with the hands, or, if a 
wringer is used, open it up wide.

National epee Plan 


N ORE than thirty hatcheries in 
* lowa this year are participating 
in both the U. S. Approved Breeding 
Stage and the U. S. Pullorum-Test- 
ed Class of the National Poultry Im- 
provement Plan. More than a dozen 
more hatcheries have adopted the 
U. S. Approved Breeding Stage 

As many poultrymen know, the 
National Poultry Improvement Plan 
became operative in July, 1935, with 
a federal appropriation by congress 
to be used in cooperation with state 
authorities for the improvement of 
poultry, poultry products and hatch- 
eries. The primary purpose of the 
plan is to identify, authoritatively, 
poultry breeding stock, hatching 
eggs and chicks with respect to qual- 
ity, by describing them in terms uni- 
formly accepted in all parts of the 
country. Every poultryman and ev- 
ery hatcheryman participating under 
the plan is under obligation to main- 
tain the health of his laying and 
breeding stock in the best possible 
state of sanitation. 


Five Breeding Classes 


Realizing that flock owners and 
hatcherymen in most cases would 
not be able to meet all of the objec- 
tives of the plan at once, five stages 
were created for the breeding phase 
and three levels of performance were 
recognized for pullorum control and 
eradication. 

The first stage for breeding is the 
U. S. Approved, now in effect in 
Iowa. In this stage, at least one- 
third of the flocks supplying eggs to 
a hatchery are to be inspected and 
approved by an official inspector 
before any eggs are saved for hatch- 
ing purposes if and when the breed- 
ers are selected and banded by flock 
selecting agents. Hatching eggs are 
to weigh at least one and eleven- 
twelfths ounces each. Both males 
and females are to be selected for 
constitutional vigor and for stand- 
ard-bred and = production qualities. 
Each hatchery is to be inspected 
once or more often during the hatch- 
ing season. 

In the next stage, that of U. S. 
Verified. the males must be from 
U. S. Record of Performance flock 
matings. All flocks must be inspect- 
ed and verified once or more often 
during the hatching season 


Checking Egg Records 


The U.S. Certified Breeding stage 
requires, among other roast that 
the males shall be from U.S. Record 
of Performance ‘dbcidesk ap oroni 
and the hatching eggs must average 
at least twenty-four ounces a dozen 

Under the fourth stage, that of U. 
S. Record of Performance, the fe- 
males must be trap-nested and, to 
qualify, must lay 200 or more eggs in 
one vear. Detailed reports must be 
kept on all operations. The males 
must come from hens which have 
laid 225 or more eggs in one year. 
Both males and females must be 
free of standard disqualifications 
and comply with standard weight
